HE SHADOWS have been thickening for too long over too 
many of our best markets ; protectionism, political tension or 
sheer lack of foreign exchange have piled up barriers against 
our exports in many parts of the world, including the Middle East. 
But in the heart of the Middle East itself, in the oil producing area 
of Iraq and Kuwait, there is a first class opportunity to make good, 
or more than good, the loss of trade with the rest of the area. 
These countries are now getting about {100,000,000 
a year from oil royalties alone, which is more than 
they can at present spend. They are in the Sterling 
Area, so that no currency difficulties arise. They 
put no serious import obstacles in the way of our 
goods. And the United Kingdom is traditionally 
their principal supplier with old-established connec- 
tions in the market. 

At present the bulk of this huge revenue is being spent by the 
Governments on great development schemes—irrigation, roads, 
bridges, schools, hospitals, housing and the establishment of certain 
industries—and the main demand is for capital equipment. But as 
the money spent within the country finds its way, through wages 
and profits, into the pockets of the people, and as the standard of 
living rises, there will be an increasing demand for consumer 
goods also, 

But other countries, especially our competitors in Western 
Europe, have their eyes on this great market and are making 
strenuous efforts to establish themselves in it. In spite of the 
advantages we start with, we shall only get the trade if we fight 
for it, by giving close personal attention to the special characteristics 


of the market, by quoting better terms of price and delivery than 
our competitors and by ensuring that we get in on the ground floor 
in every part of these countries’ expanding economies. 
In the hope of assisting British exporters, con- 
tractors, consultants and merchants in this struggle, 
the Board of Trade Journal will publish a series of 
articles on particular aspects of the problem. The 
first, about selling methods in Iraq, appears below.

Iraq Needs Consumer and

ALTHOUGH the United Kingdom has for long been Iraq’s chief 

supplier of manufactured goods, and in 1951 34 per cent. of total 
imports came direct from the United Kingdom, other exporting 
countries have in the last year or two shown an increasing interest in 
the expanding market which Iraq offers for their products. French, 
German, Italian, Dutch and American consulting engineers and 
contractors are competing with the British firms established since 
before the war, and technicians from the United Nations specialized 
agencies and the United States Technical Co-operation Administra- 
tion are working side by side with the British experts employed by the

The advantage of the bazaar system is that buyers and agents are 
all close to one another and can maintain personal contact. Thus a 
buyer from another part of Iraq, when he comes to Bagdad to re-stock, 
can pass from one importer to another comparing prices and quality ; 
the commission agent or broker can visit each retailer and show him 
the latest goods on offer ; and the retail customer can move from one 
stall to another before deciding where to make his purchase. 

Other towns in Iraq are less important commercially. While 
Basra is the port of Iraq and the main centre for the export of dates 
and barley, Mosul, in the north, is of some importance for the export 
of wool and agricultural products and for import business from Syria 
and Lebanon. Kirkuk is dominated by the oil industry but has no 
other commercial interest. An agent in Bagdad can usually cover 
the whole of Iraq and most retailers in the provinces prefer to come to 
Bagdad to replenish their stocks, as they can get a better choice in 
the capital, and as there are few businessmen in other parts of Iraq 
capable of carrying on correspondence in foreign languages. 


Business Considerations 

For the bazaar trade in consumer goods the question of price is 
all-important. ‘The vast majority of Iraq’s population is very poor, 
and can seldom afford to consider quality when making a purchase. 
Even among the upper and middle classes prices again must be 
competitive, and sometimes the attractive but somewhat flamboyant 
appearance of the American type of luxury goods is preferred to the 
more sober style of many British products. 

British exporters of machinery and plant have lost some ground in 
the last year or two because they have been unable to offer quick 
delivery or to adhere to the delivery dates quoted. The Iraqi 
customer is often slow to make up his mind, but when he does so he 
is in a hurry, and if he does not get careful attention and quick delivery 
from the United Kingdom manufacturers to whom he usually applies 
in the first instance, he turns to other suppliers who are only too 
anxious to oblige. 

The Iraq Government’s revenue has nearly doubled in the last 
three years, and government departments and semi-government bodies 
have much more to spend and ere increasing the scope and variety of 
their purchases. As in all countries, government business involves 
special problems and sometimes delays, and it is essential to have an 
agent who is in a position to report when a purchase is contemplated, 
to interest the right people in the product to be sold, and to deal with 
difficulties as they arise. Some government bodies, such as the 
Directorate-General of Posts and Telegraphs, the Iraq State Railways, 
and the Port Directorate at Basra, buy many of their requirements in 
London through the Crown Agents for the Colonies ; but even so 
a local agent may be found useful. Other government requirements 
are put out to public tender, and United Kingdom firms can often 
tender direct as well as through their local agents ; prices for these 
tenders are usually very competitive.

taken their place lack experience. 

Engineering firms with a showroom and satisfactory servicing 
facilities are all too few in number, but the position is improving and 
several new firms have been founded recently. In addition, all the 
larger retail shops will take on agencies, selling the goods in their own 
shops side by side with the products of rival manufacturers, and also 
selling wholesale to other shops in Bagdad and to buyers from other 
parts of Iraq. 


Publicity 


Advertising in the press is of limited value in a country where 
newspaper circulations are small and a large part of the population is 
illiterate. Some advertising is done by hoardings and by cinema 
slides, but advertising is not well-developed in general and it is by 
personal contact that most goods are sold. Nearly all business within 
Iraq is done by personal calls instead of by correspondence, and so 
the best aid to sales promotion is an ample supply of samples, calen- 
dars, desk requisites, etc., and the appointment of an agent who 
employs an active staff of salesmen.

Mr. Duncan Sandys, when he opened the Second British Instrument 
Industries Exhibition on ‘Tuesday at Olympia, London. ‘The 
exhibition will Saturday, July 11. Mr. Sandys drew 
attention to the achievements of the industry in the export field and 
pointed out that, in addition to direct exports of one-third of total 
production, a considerable quantity of the industry’s products were 
exported as part of other equipment. 

‘The exhibits on nearly 200 stands at Olympia demonstrate clearly 
how instrumentation to-day is helping increased productivity in every 
phase of British industry. ‘The organizers. state that while 
instruments to the value of £14 million were sold overseas last year, 
the prime task of the 60,000 men and women engaged in the British 
instrument industries is to provide and maintain a supply of first-class 
equipment to industrialists in this country which will enable them to 
produce more and better goods in less time and with a minimum of 
skilled labour. Photographic equipment connected with the provision 
of visual aids to safety in factory or workshop has been included among 
the exhibits this year. 

The exhibition has the patronage and active support of the British 
Electrical and Allied Manufacturers’ Association, the British Industrial 
Measuring and Control Apparatus Manufacturers’ Association, the 
British Lampblown Scientific Glassware Manufacturers’ Association, 
the Drawing Office Material Manufacturers’ and Dealers Association,

There is also a list of prohibited imports, which are mostly items 
grown or manufactured locally, so that the prohibitions serve as a 
protection to local agriculture and industry. It is best to leave the 
importer to deal with the somewhat complicated import regulations ; 
in general, United Kingdom firms will find that the regulations no 
longer act as a serious barrier to the sale of their products in Iraq, 
unless these products are competitive with local industries. 


Development Schemes 


Iraq to-day has one feature which distinguishes it from its neigh- 
bours. In no other Middle Eastern country receiving large oil 
revenues are there such ample natural resources for both agriculture 
and industry ready to hand. ‘This fortunate situation makes possible 
the undertaking of major development schemes aimed at increasing 
the productivity of the country and the standard of living of its people. 

United Kingdom manufacturers, exporters and contractors have 
already played a significant part in the economic progress of Iraq in 
recent years. ‘They will naturally wish to take part in the next phase 
which, though likely to be much more competitive, should also be 
one of continuing growth of opportunities. 
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alpha radiation. Also of interest on this stand is a detector for air 
prospectors, which enables underground uranium ore to be spotted 
from low-flying aircraft. Used for preliminary exploration of an 
area of country, the detector would normally be carried by aircraft 
flying at some 200 miles per hour at a height of 500 feet. It provides 
an automatic recording on paper of radiation given off by uranium 
ore below the ground. 


Also designed for the protection of workers against atomic radiation 
are exhibits on the stand of a well-known glassware firm. Here are 
shown lead-glass bricks for use as windows to enable operators to 
observe and control radio-active processes and experiments, while 
at the same time being completely protected. 


Many new electrical components and electronic apparatus are 
shown. ‘They include a miniature A.C, link testing ammeter 
intended for measuring A.C. currents up to 50 amps. Comprising 
a split core current transformer connected to a sensitive moving coil 
rectifier instrument, the complete instrument is mounted in a plastic 
On another stand is shown a new type of drawout case for 
relays, a development which, it is claimed, enables the same staff to 
maintain several many relays with less effort because 
maintenance and testing are reduced to a fraction of the normal time. 
The relay unit can be removed for inspection and replaced in a few 
seconds, and relays have standardized wiring so that test connections 
do not have to be changed between relays.

Some of the exhibits are designed to increase safety in the factory. 
One firm is showing a smoke detector which utilizes the principle of 
radio activity to detect and signal the presence of smoke due to fire. 
‘The makers claim that it could detect a fire from its smoke possibly 
before an instrument which relied on the presence of heat could 
operate, 


On the stand of the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
are shown many instruments designed both for lay use and to meet the 
needs of the specialist. On this stand can be seen a system for 
measuring the quantity of water used in a boiler by means of an 
electro-magnetic counter. ‘here is also a portable smokemeter used 
for the measurement and control of smoke density which can work 
without external power supply. 


Modern mass production technique demands instruments which will 
ensure a high degree of accurate help in every department of a factory 
from the drawing office or laboratory to the final inspection bay. 
Among instruments designed to give this help is an apparatus specially 
developed to meet the need of the textile industry for guiding cloth 
accurately and rapidly on to pin-stantering machines. It utilizes 
a novel wheel-guiding principle under electronic control which is 
claimed to respond instantly to any variations in the cloth selvage, 
thus ensuring accurate guiding at all speeds. 


An Essex firm is showing an absorptiometer for continuous measure- 
ment of small changes in colour density or turbidity of liquids flowing 
in chemical processes. ‘he system is claimed to give continuous 
null-balance measurement, and to provide pneumatic or electric 
control of the process involved, enabling it to be installed as part of 
the control plant. 


Merchanting of Goods of Non- 
Scheduled Territory Origin 


Ty 1E Treasury wish to remind traders who engage in the merchanting 

of goods of non-Scheduled ‘Territory origin to other parts of the 
world, including the Scheduled ‘Territories, that, unless they are 
familiar with the normal procedure for the particular type of trans- 
action involved, they should consult their bankers. 

A number of cases have occurred in which merchants have experi- 
enced difficulty in paying their overseas suppliers, because they had 
not taken adequate steps to ensure, in the case of a sale to another 
Scheduled Territory, that the Exchange Control Authorities in that 
Territory were prepared to assume responsibility for the expenditure 
of foreign currency or because in other ways the correct procedure had 
not been followed. 
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Licensing Arrangements for Imports 


of Hardwood 


MPORTS of hardwood originating in and consigned from the 

Scheduled Territories, Muscat and Oman, may be made under 
Open General Licence and the present licensing arrangements for 
imports from the dollar area and Japan will continue. 

The Board of Trade, in Notice to Importers No. 569, now invite 
applications for licences to import hardwood for arrival during the 
second half of 1953 from countries other than the following : 

(a) The Scheduled Territories, Muscat and Oman. (The Scheduled 
Territories at present comprise the British Commonwealth 
(except Canada), British Trust ‘Territories, British Protec- 
torates and Protected States, Burma, the Irish Republic, Iraq, 
Iceland, Jordan and Libya). 

(b) Bolivia, Canada, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican 
Republic, Ecuador, El Salvador, Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, 
Japan, Liberia, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Philippines, 
United States of America, Venezuela. 

Applications should be made on Form I.L.B./A. (Revised) and 
sent to the Board of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, 43 Marsham 
Street, London, S.W.1. Applications should state quality, f.o.b. and 
c.i.f. values and should be accompanied by a copy of the relevant 
contract, which should be made subject to import licence, and, where 
applicable, evidence of an export licence 

For the purpose of these applications hardwood timber is defined 
as follows :— 

Hardwood produced from any tree other than a coniferous tree, 
not further prepared than hewn, sawn, planed, dressed, 
tongued or grooved, and manufactures of such hardwood, the 
following : 

(a) flooring blocks and strips, however prepared ; and 
(b) staves and caskhead timber, however prepared. 

No undertaking can be given that all applications will be licensed 
in full. Applications will, however, on this occasion receive similar 
treatment whether they are submitted at the beginning of the period 
or later on. It is hoped that this will enable importers to make 
contracts at their discretion and at economic prices. 


Import of Flower Bulbs, Corms and Tubers 


NOTICE TO IMPORTERS No. announced quotas for the 
import of flower bulbs, corms and tubers (excluding dahlia tubers) 
from Holland, France and Belgium in the period July 1, 1953, to 
June 30, 1954. 

The Board of ‘Trade now announce in Notice to Importers No. 571 
that the quotas for such imports have been slightly increased and that 
the revised figures are as follows : 

Holland £2,900,000 (ex-warehouse, 
cost of packing). 

France .- £57,500 c.i.f. 

Belgium woe £49,500 c.1.f. 

As regards imports from Holland, importers who have already 
received from the Dutch authorities a notification of the allocations 
will be similarly notified of their increased allocations.

Yarn Production in the Cotton Industry 


PRODUCTION of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn for the week 
ended June 6, which was ‘Trinity and Coronation Week was 13-67 
million Ib. compared with 16-19 million Ib. for the previous week, 
which was Whit Week, and 8-02 million Ib. for the corresponding 
week last year, which was also Whit Week. 

Production of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn for week 
ended June 13 was 19-55 million lb., compared with 13-67 million 
Ib. for the previous week, which was ‘Trinity and Coronation Week, 
and 11-41 million Ib. for the corresponding week in 1952. 


Imports of Certain Egg Products 


THE Board of Trade announce in Notice to Importers 570 the 
licensing arrangements for the import of certain egg products by 
private traders as from July 1. 

With effect from that date, the Open General Licence referred to in 
Appendix IV of Notice to Importers No. 492, as subsequently 
amended, has been extended as shown in the Schedule below.

New Developments in European Statistics 


Tie Third Regional Meeting of European Statisticians took place 

in Geneva from June 15 to 20, under the Chairmanship of Mr. F. L. 
Closon, Director General of the French National Institute of Statistics 
and Economic Studies. 


The meeting studied two problems of special technical concern to 
European statisticians at the present time, external trade statistics 
and wholesale price indexes. 


It called for the application in all European countries of the 
principle of ‘* transaction value ”’ for merchandise exports and imports, 
a principle which had been recommended by the Statistical Com- 
mission and the Economic and Social Council, as well as the application 
of more uniform standards in other aspects of foreign trade 
transactions, 


‘The most interesting development in the field is a new type of 
wholesale price index number which is already being published in 
the United Kingdom and in Ireland, and is under active consideration 
in some other countries. This index relates to the prices of com- 
modities sold by an industry to other industries or to consumers, 
or to the prices of commodities purchased by an industry from other 
industries or from abroad. Such index numbers are nowadays 
required by businessmen and farmers. ‘The meeting considered that 
all European countries should experiment with a minimum programme 
ef this type of index numbers. 





Experts from the following countries participated in the Third 
Regional Meeting of European Statisticians: Austria, Belgium, 
Denmark, Finland, France, Western Zones of Germany, Ireland, 
Italy, Luxembourg, Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, Sweden, 
Switzerland, United Kingdom, United States of America and 
Yugoslavia. 

Experts from the Secretariat of the following other international 
organizations also attended the session: Conseil de co-operation 
douaniere, Council of Europe, Food and Agriculture Organization, 
Interim Commission for the International Trade Organization, 
International Labour Office, International Monetary Fund, Organiza- 
tion for European Economic Co-operation, World Health Organization. 


The meeting decided to conduct its future work in the form of a 
Conference of European Statisticians’? which is to meet annually 
to discuss European statistical problems and will also carry on a 
continuing programme of collaboration. It will be aided by the 
Secretariat of the E.C.E. in collaboration with the U.N. Statistical 
Office. 

Mr. Ph. J. Idenbourg, Director General of the Central Statistical 
Office of the Netherlands, was elected to be Chairman of the 
Conference. Mr. H. Campion, Director of the Central Statistical 
Office of the United Kingdom, and Mr, F. L. Closon, were elected as 
Vice-Chairmen., 
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New Industrial Fuel Advisory 


Services 


NEW ORGANIZATION, in the from of an independent non- 

profit-making company sponsored by the British Productivity 
Council, is to be established to develop increased fuel efficiency 
advisory services for industry. It is intended that the services of the 
new company should, both in quality and quantity, start on at least 
the same scale as those now provided by the Ministry of Fuel and 
Power whose services will cease to function as those of the new com- 
pany are established. The project will be financed, for several years 
at least, by contributions from the National Coal Board, the British 
Electricity Authority and the Gas Council. 

The Committee on National Policy for the Use of Fuel and Power 
Resources, of which Lord Ridley was Chairman and which presented 
its Report in September last year, recommended (among other things) 
that there should be a great increase in the service for providing 
industry with advice on fuel efficiency and that the Minister of Fuel 
and Power should invite industry to set up an organization to provide 
greatly increased services. Subsequently, a small Committee, under 
the chairmanship of Sir Harry Pilkington, was appointed to suggest 
how this should be done. 

Broadly, the Committee recommended the formation of a company 
of the kind mentioned above and that it should be set up by the 
British Productivity Council who would appoint the governing body. 
The Committee considered that the Company would need an annual 
income of about £500,000 ; that it should be staffed at the outset by 
suitable technical staff from the Ministry, willing to be appointed to 
it, together with such qualified persons as can be obtained elsewhere ; 
the advisory services of the new Company should, both in quality 
and quantity, start on the same scale as those now provided by the 
Ministry and should thereafter expand as rapidly as possible ; the 
Company should collaborate with, and where desirable work through, 
bodies engaged in fuel efficiency work ; the Government should 
maintain close relations with the Company. 

After discussions with appropriate representatives of industry the 
Government has accepted in principle all the recommendations. 

The British Productivity Council has accepted the responsibility 
for forming and sponsoring a Fuel Efficiency Company on the lines 
recommended. An income of £450,000 a year has been assured by the 
promise of annual contributions of £250,000 from the National Coal 
Board, £100,000 from the British Electricity Authority and £100,000 
from the Gas Council. ‘These contributions will be guaranteed for 
an initial period of five years and will be supplemented by fees charged 
for certain services and, possibly, by voluntary contributions from 
individual industrial concerns. 


Amplified Loan Scheme 


Both the Ridley Committee and the Pilkington Committee stressed 
the need to provide financial incentives to encourage industrialists to 
install fuel-saving equipment. ‘The Ridley Committee recommended 
that the existing scheme for Government loans for approved fuel- 
saving installations should be amplified on more attractive terms and 
the Pilkington Committee took a similar line. This view has been 
accepted by the Government and the Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
informed the House of Commons that it has been decided to make 
important modifications in the method of allotting loans for “ this 
vital purpose.” It is proposed to extend widely the categories of 
equipment which are eligible for assistance under the loans and to 
increase the period during which the loans are repayable to the life 
of the equipment—-for taxation purposes that is—up to a maximum of 
20 years. It has also been decided to make the loans interest free for 
the first two years after the equipment has been installed. 

The scheme is open to industrial firms who wish to install approved 
fuel-saving equipment or to insulate their factories in order to save 
substantial quantities of fuel. Loans to individual firms will not 
normally exceed £30,000 and, subject to this limit, the amount of the 
loan offered may, in suitable cases, cover the whole cost of the pro- 
posed installation including essential anc illary work. Loans will be 
made available only for work which can be completed in a reasonable 
time.

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Survey of Back-Pressure Generation 


of Power 


]}]PWARDS of 3,000 industrial firms and other large consumers of 

fuel have been invited by the Ministry of Fuel and Power to 
co-operate in providing material for a survey of the scope for the 
back-pressure generation of power as a means of increasing fuel 
efficiency. It is known that many firms using steam for process work 
and space heating could, by passing the steam through back-pressure 
engines or turbines on its way to process or heating appliances, make 
very valuable savings in fuel, Such savings would be of benefit to 
the firms concerned and to the national economy. A questionnaire 
has, therefore, been sent to all undertakings burning more than 2,000 
tons of coal a year or using the equivalent in coke or oil. 

The subject of back-pressure power has attracted much attention 
among industrialists and engineers in recent years with the growing 
interest in fuel efficiency in general which has reflected the increased 
realization of the need for coal conservation. Until now, however, 
there has been no precise information available as to the extent to 
which back-pressure generation is already used, or may be extended 
or adopted and it has thus been impossible to form any firm estimate 
of the extent of the benefit which would accrue if it were more gener- 
ally employed. It is hoped that the survey will reveal in total the 
potential capacity of back-pressure plant that might be installed, the 
potential energy that could be generated and the effect that this might 
have upon the flow of power supplies from or to the electricity grid. 


Support of Federation of British Industries 


Several leading industrialists and experts on steam co-operated in 
the preparation of the questionnaire which has been designed to yield 
the maximum amount of useful data obtainable without making any 
undue call upon the time of those who are being asked to complete it. 
It is accompanied by explanatory notes with the aid of which most 
works engineers should be able to do their part without difficulty. 
In informing the House of Commons that the survey was to be made, 
the Minister of Fuel and Power, Mr. Geoffrey Lloyd, said he hoped 
that everybody concerned would co-operate in making figures avail- 
able. It may be added that the project has the full support of the 
Federation of British Industries. 

The completed questionnaire will be analysed by the Statistical 
Branch of the Ministry and, while it is intended that final results will 
be published in the Ministry’s Statistical Digest for 1953, it is hoped 
that provisional figures will be available before then. ‘These will not, 
of course, give details of individual firms. 

Recipients of the questionnaires are asked to give, for the latest 
year convenient to them, their consumption of solid fuel, liquid fuel 
and gas used respectively for stationary steam boilers, hot water 
boilers and other purposes, and, in respect of electricity from outside 
sources, the total obtained and the maximum demand at any one time. 
Particulars are required of the types of stationary engines or turbines 
in use, with the total annual production of electrical or mechanical 
energy. In respect of stationary boilers, firms are asked to specify 
the types in normal use and, inter alia, the normal rate of steam 
production in each group in summer and in winter and to state the 
total steam production in the year. 

The next section of the questionnaire deals with the use by the 
undertaking of live steam. Data is required for each kind of use, i.e., 
engines or turbines, space heating and each separate process (including 
water heating) to show, for each purpose, the pressure at which steam 
is used, the quantity of steam used in an average working week in 
winter and summer and the number of hours of use in an average 
week winter and summer. 

It will be seen that the volume of information which the survey 
should yield will be considerable. In addition to meeting its primary 
purpose of making possible a reasonably precise estimate of the 
potentialities for back-pressure generation of power it will give a more 
detailed picture of the pattern of fuel usage and boiler and engine 
plant in British industry than has hitherto been available. Although 
the number of firms who have been asked to supply information is a 
relatively small proportion of the total, their coal consumption in thé 
aggregate is about 90 per cent. of the total consumed in industry In 
the ultimate analysis, therefore, the results will be of great interest and 
importance to industrialists and engineers (notably those concerned 
in the design and production of boiler plant, motive power engines 
and process plant) and to all who are conscious of the importance of 
fuel and power in the national economy 
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FRRESEARCH organizations in Great Britain and the principal 

European countries are working on the problems of conserving 
raw materials such as metals, fuels, chemicals and textiles. The 
work being done includes the discovery of methods of economizing 
in the use of the materials, the provision of adequate substitutes, the 
recovery of waste materials and the protection of materials liable to 
be attacked by corrosion or decay. 


It is not always easy for an inquirer on these subjects to discover 
all the sources of information on the problem in which he is interested. 
A list of sources on a wide range of subjects has now been collected 
by the Sub-Committee for Co-operation in Scientific Research and 
Technical Development of the O.E.E.C. The information available 
covers work being done in Austria, France, Germany, Italy, the 
United Kingdom and Sweden. 


The list consists of standard sheets, each devoted to a particular 
subject of research and giving the names and addresses of persons or 
organizations from which detailed information on that subject can be 
obtained. The sheets can be consulted at, or borrowed from the

S.W.1.

Purchase Tax on Loudspeakers 


HE Commissioners of Customs and Excise have reviewed the 

liability to Purchase Tax of loudspeakers and, after consultation 
with the Trade Associations concerned, have decided that with effect 
from July 1, 1953 :— 


1. The following will be regarded as not chargeable with tax :— 

(a) loudspeakers of other than the cone type, e.g. pressure 
units ; 

(b) cone type chassis of sizes exceeding 10 inches nominal 
diameter, and 

(c) mounted (i.e. baffled) loudspeakers incorporating such 
chassis. 

2. All unmounted cone type chassis of sizes up to and including 
10 inches nominal diameter will be regarded as chargeable 
with tax, irrespective of the purpose for which they are 
supplied and of the quantity supplied, and whether or not 
they are supplied with other apparatus. 


3. Mounted loudspeakers incorporating cone type chassis of sizes 
up to and including 10 inches nominal diameter will be 
regarded as chargeable with tax unless they are housed in an 
industrial casing and are shown to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioners to be designed and advertised for sale only 
for use with equipment of public address and/or communica- 
tion type. 

4. Loudspeakers incorporated in wireless receiving sets are not 
separately chargeable with tax, but the tax value of a charge- 
able set must continue to include the value of any incorporated 
loudspeaker whatever its type and size. 

Manufacturers who wish to claim exclusion from tax under 
paragraph 3 above in respect of particular models of loudspeaker 
should notify either their local Officer of Customs and Excise or 
Section 20 (E), Secretaries’ Office, H.M. Customs and Excise, King’s 
Beam House, Mark Lane, E.C.3, giving full details of the loudspeakers 
concerned, together with copies of any advertising matter issued in 
connection therewith.

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Further Increase in Foreign Trade 


with Cargo 


HE TOTAL net tonnage of vessels in the foreign trade entering 

with cargo at United Kingdom ports (Table 1) during May rose 

by 461,000 tons to 5:8 million tons, the highest figure recorded 
since August 1951. The daily average was 5 per cent. greater than 
in April and 3 per cent. more than in May 1952. 

The total net tonnage of clearances with cargo was 4:1 million tons, 
the daily average being 2 per cent. higher than in the previous month 
but 1 per cent lower than in May last year. 

Foreign tonnage accounted for 43 per cent. of the total entrances 
with cargo, against 42 per cent. for both April 1953 and May 1952. 
For clearances the proportion was 36 per cent. compared with 34 
per cent. in April and 33 per cent. in May 1952. 


Vessels in Ballast (Table 2) 


For vessels recorded as entering in ballast the total net tonnage, at 
1:5 million tons, was the highest since October of last year but, as 
May was a longer month than April, the daily average was slightly 
less. Compared with May 1952, however, the daily average was 
7 per cent. higher. For vessels entering with passengers only, the 
daily average of 16,000 tons net was 4 per cent. greater than in 
April 1953 and 10 per cent. higher than in May of last year. The 
tonnage of vessels calling for bunkers only was 68 per cent. higher 
than in the previous month and 136 per cent. more than in May 1952, 
while for other vessels entering in ballast the daily rate, with a decrease 
of 5 per cent. against April, was the lowest for twelve months. 

Clearances in ballast during May at 3:1 million tons net were the 
highest since May 1952, although the daily average was only slightly 
higher than in April 1953. Vessels clearing with passengers only,

Arrivals and Departures with Cargo (Table 3) 


The total net tonnage of arrivals with cargo at all port areas was the 
highest since August, 1951. The daily average during May was 
higher at the seven South and West Coast port areas compared with 
the previous month. ‘lhe outstanding increase was at the Bristol 
Channel area, which was 16 per cent. higher than in April and the 
highest for fourteen years. Northern Ireland and Isle of Man showed 
an increase of 15 per cent. and the Mersey and North-West Coast 
area one of 10 per cent. ‘There were decreases of 12 per cent. at the 
East Coast of Scotland and Humber areas and 10 per cent. at the 
North-East Coast area, while the Thames area, although recording 
a decrease of nearly 2 per cent. in the daily average, showed the highest 
monthly total of arrivals since August 1951. Compared with May 
1952, the North-East Coast, Mersey and North-West Coast, West 
Coast of Scotland, ‘Uhames area, Northern Ireland and Isle of Man 
and the Bristol Channel areas showed increases ranging from 1 to 16 
per cent. and at the other five port areas there were decreases of 1 to 6 
per cent.

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Kor departures with cargo the daily average during May was higher 
than in the previous month at about half the port areas. The largest 
increases were at the West Coast of Scotland (22 per cent.), East 
Coast of Scotland (15 per cent.) and Mersey and North-West Coast 
(11 per cent.). "The Thames area showed an increase of 2 per cent. 
in the daily rate over the previous month and the monthly total was 
the highest recorded for over fourteen years. Of the five areas showing 
decreases the largest were at the Humber area and West Channel area 
where there were falls of 13 and 9 per cent. respectively, Compared 
with May 1952, decreases ranging from 2 to 17 per cent. were recorded 
at the West Coast of Scotland, Northern Ireland and Isle of Man, 
Fishguard and North Wales, Bristol Channel, East Channel and 
Humber areas. An increase of 43 per cent. was shown for the East 
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Coast of Scotland area, 9 per cent. for the North-East Coast, 5 per 
cent. for the Thames area and West Channel area and 3 per cent. 
for the Mersey and North-West Coast. 


Coasting Trade (Table 4) 

The daily average rate of arrivals and departures with cargo was 
almost the same as in April but compared with May 1952 was 2 per 
cent. less.

Definitions 


(1) The figures for calendar months in tables 1-4 are subject to amend- 
ment, and such amendments relating to earlier months are carried to the 
aggregated totals and averages for the quarter. It follows that quarterly 
figures will not always be equal to the sum or the average of past monthly 
figures as published. 

Annual and quarterly figures are both provisional for the first 3 months 
after publication. 


(2) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any port 
abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from one port 
to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has on board cargo 
shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom for discharge abroad, 
or passengers from or for a port outside the United Kingdom. 


The coasting trade statistics relate to vessels carrying only coastwise 
cargo from port to port in the United Kingdom, without at the time having 
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on board cargo from or for a port abroad. 


(3) Cargo figures relate to vessels which load or unload merchandise, 
bullion, specie or mail, except those loading or unloading only Government 
stores, bunkers or ships’ stores. 


(4) Ballast figures relate to all vessels other than those defined in (3) 
and include vessels loading or unloading only Government stores, bunkers, 
ships’ stores or passengers. 


(5) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed at each 
port. 
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Cinematograph Films Registration Charges 


THE Board of Trade have made an amendment to the Cinematograph 
Films Registration Regulations. The main change* provides that 
Form C applications to register a film as British must now include 
an estimate of the value of labour or services which ar: 
deferred or contingent payments. 

The amendment also provides in the case of long films with labour 
costs of under £11,250 that every person in respect of whom at least 
£50 is paid or payable shall be entered separately in the Form

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


THURSDAY JUNE 25 
Supplies of Crash Helmets 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
said he had seen the press report on the unsatisfied demand for crash 
helmets for motor cyclists. He had no evidence of any shortage and 
he could not agree to allow imports without restriction in present 
circumstances. But in view of the increasing demand for crash 
helmets and the importance which Her Majesty’s Government 
attached to road safety, he would certainly give sympathetic considera- 
tion to applications for additional imports from Western Europe. 


Imports of Tungsten Ores from China 


Imports of tungsten ores consigned from China were last recorded 
in the trade statistics in March and April 1952, it was stated, the 
quantity imported in the two months being 21 tons. 


Entry of British Goods into the United States 


‘The President was asked what discrimination other than tariffs was 
enforced against the entry of British goods into the United States 
market. He replied that he was not aware of any discrimination 
against the entry of British goods as such into the United States 
market. 


Chief Joseph Dam Project 


The President told a questioner that he was glad to have the 
opportunity of congratulating the English Electric Company on 
securing the contract for the transformers worth some 1} million 
dollars, for the Chief Joseph Dam project. ‘The generator contract, 
worth some 4} million dollars, was awarded to an American company, 
The Westinghouse Electric Corporation, who reduced their original 
bid by over 600,000 dollars after they had been given 
opportunity to tender

Exports of Woollen Cloth to the United States 


United Kingdom exports of woollen cloth to the United States were 
8-7 million square yards in 1950, 7-9 million in 1951, and 14-3 million 
in 1952, the President stated. ‘The values of these exports in United 
States dollars were 12:8 million, 15-7 million, and 23-2 million 
respectively. ‘The wool industry also did a valuable export trade in 
worsted cloth with the United States in those years. 


Anglo-Brazilian Trade 


The President was unable to say when he would be able to make a 
statement on the question of Anglo-Brazilian trade. The recent 
Ministerial changes in Brazil had naturally delayed the exploratory 
discussions which had been taking place, but he understood that 
those discussions would soon be resumed. 


Exports to Spain 


‘The President was asked how many licences had been issued by the 
Spanish Government during this year for the import of goods from 
Britain ; and if he was satisfied that this bore a generally fair ratio 
to the treatment accorded to other countries. He replied that the 
information asked for in the first part of the Question was not readily 
available, but United Kingdom recorded exports to Spain and the 
Spanish Possessions in the first four months of this year amounted to 
some £9°5 million. With regard to the last part of the Question, he 
referred the hon. Member to the answers which he gave on March 26 
and June 11 last.

Highland Development 


Asked what he had done during the last six months to encourage 
new industry to establish itself in the Highland Development Area, the 
President said his Department continued to take every available 
opportunity to interest suitable firms in the Highland Development 
Area. Although there had been no applications for Industrial 
Development Certificates in the last six months, he was following 
up two new inquiries which had been made in the period, as well as a 
number of earlier inquiries. 


Exchange Offer from U.S.S.R. 


The President was asked if he would make a statement on the trade 
offer from the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics to exchange 
Soviet matches for British textiles. The President said no such offer 
had been made by the Soviet Government, but his Department were 
in touch with the Soviet Trade Delegation in London about a proposal 
of this kind on which the Department had been approached. 


Imports into Argentina 


Requested to give particulars of the British manufactures, to the 
value of £3 million to be imported by Argentina this year as provided 
in the supplementary trade agreement, the President said a statement 
on the classes of United Kingdom consumer goods on which agreement 
was reached with the Argentine Government on April 22 was published 
in the Board of Trade Journal on May 2. He was circulating in the 
Official Report a list of the goods which they had agreed to take. The 
values of the individual quotas were conveyed to the exporting 
interests concerned as soon as they became known.

Monopolies Commission 


Asked if he would make a statement regarding further references 
to the Monopolies Commission, the President said : ‘‘Not yet, Sir.” 
But he hoped to announce soon the reference of at least one new subject 
to the Commission. 

Asked what progress had been made on the references to the 
Monopolies Commission on non-ferrous metal semi-manufactures, 
imported timber and the printing of woven fabrics, respectively, the 
President said he received the Commission’s report on non-ferrous 
semi-manufactures on April 21. He had been studying the report, 
which dealt with the facts only, and proposed to make a statement 
very soon. He understood that the Commission expected to report 
to him on the supply of imported timber during the summer and that 
they hoped to be able to complete their report on the printing of woven 
fabrics before the end of the year. 

Asked to state the number of reports now made by the Monopolies 
Commission and the number of industries now under examination, 
the Presider:t replied ‘‘ Seven and five respectively.’’ In addition, 
a requirement for a report under Section 15 of the Monopolies and 
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Restrictive Practices Act was sent to the Commission on December 15 
last. 

Replying to a further question the President said responsibility 
for action following a report of the Commission rested on the Minister 
who was the competent authority in respect of the goods which were 
the subject of that report. Perhaps the questioner would put down 
a Question to the Ministers concerned with the particular reports in 
which he was interested. On matches, the only goods within his 
responsibility on which the Commission had so far reported, he 
referred the hon. Member to his reply of June 17. 


Balance of Exports and Imports 


The President was asked if his attention had been drawn to the 
recent relative decline in exports and increase in imports, and what 
steps he was taking to preserve a suitable balance in these matters. 
He replied that the Government had steadily pursued policies to make 
the economy more flexible, to rid it of inflation, and so increase the 
ability of British industries to compete in overseas markets, as well 
as taking every appropriate opportunity to help our exporters directly 
in their efforts to increase exports. ‘These policies, combined with a 
favourable movement in the terms of trade, had gone far towards 
achieving the balance which the hon. Gentleman has in mind. The 
United Kingdom’s deficit on visible trade had declined from a monthly 
rate of {102-7 million in the first nine months of 1951, just before the 
present Government took office, to £63-0 million in 1952, and to 
£60-9 million in the first five months of this year. 

Asked what were the items mainly responsible for increasing our 
monthly imports to £295,700,000 in May 1953, as against a monthly 
average of {263,300,000 in the second half of last year ; and what 
was the dollar cost involved for these additional imports, the President 
said the main commodities responsible for this increase, which was, 
of course, largely seasonal, were: wool, fresh fruit and vegetables, 
sugar, butter, raw cocoa and meat. The c.i.f. value of imports from 
the dollar area in May was £690,000 more than the monthly average 
for the second half of 1952. Imports in May this year were, however, 
£24-6 million less than in May last year, a reduction of some 8 per cent. 

The President was also asked if he was aware that the volume of 
imports in April and May were about 10 per cent. up on the first three 
months of this year ; what was the reason for this rise ; and if he 
would publish in Hansard the headings of these additional imports 
together with the dollar costs involved. The President gave the 
answer in the Official Report, as follows :-— 

Of the 10 per cent. increase in the volume of imports in April and 
May compared with the first quarter of this year about half was due 
to raw materials, particularly crude petroleum and wool, and half to 
increased imports of sugar, tobacco, butter and fresh fruit and 
vegetables. Only sugar and tobacco involved a significant increase 
in the monthly rate of imports from the dollar area amounting to 
about £10 million, which was rather more than the increase in total 
value of all dollar imports over the two periods. The increase in 
sugar imports was seasonal. The increase in tobacco was due to 
the concentrated arrival of tobacco contracted for last autumn and 
not to any increase in consumption. Details of the quantities and 
values of imports of the commodities mentioned, showing the principal 
supplying countries, are contained in the March and May issues of 
the Accounts relating to the Trade and Navigation of the United 
Kingdom (H.C. papers 69-II and IV). 

The President added that the value of imports in April and May this 
year was some 9} per cent. less than in April and May last year. 


Hire Purchase Agreements 


Asked whether, in view of the improvement in steel supplies, he 
would consider excluding electric washing machines from the Hire- 
Purchase and Credit Sale Agreements (Control) Order, 1952, the 
President replied: ‘‘ No.’ The restrictions on hire-purchase were 
still necessary in present economic conditions. 


Imports of Cod Liver Oil 


The President said his attention had been drawn to the very large 
increase in expenditure on imports of cod liver oil in recent months. 
He was advised that this increase was due to a large extent to the 
expanding use of cod liver oil in hardened form as a substitute for 
cooking fats. He had accordingly amended the Open General 
Licence with effect from June 23 to exclude hydrogenated cod liver 
oil ; and he was issuing import licences to cover contracts only where 
irrevocable credits had been opened. 
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Imports of Broccoli and Cauliflowers 

The President was asked if he would arrange for individual import 
licences instead of the block-licence system now in existence for the 
import of broccoli and cauliflowers ; or, alternatively, if he would 
have the seasonal import quota divided into weekly or fortnightly 
quotas throughout the periods of restricted imports. 

He replied that for those vegetables, including caulitlower and 
broccoli, where crop prospects were subject to rapid variation, it 
was necessary to be able to adjust the import quotas at short notice, 
and this would not be possible under a system of individual specific 
licensing. The enforcement of the block licensing arrangements, 
however, depended on the receipt of periodic returns of actual imports 
which enabled the licences to be suspended as soon as the quota 
approached fulfilment. It would, therefore, not be generally 
practicable to enforce quotas fixed for as short a period as a week or 
a fortnight. 

Supplies of Tinplate 

The Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, asked what further 
obstacles remained to the ending of the allocations scheme or rationing 
of tinplate. Mr. Sandys replied that tinplate supplies were for the 
time being sufficient to meet the present abnormally low demands. 
But it was generally expected that in the near future there would be 
an appreciable increase in the volume of orders, which might quite 
likely again create a shortage. Until the outlook was clearer, it would 
be wise to defer any decision about the future of the tinplate controls, 
Twin-engined Helicopters 

Mr. Sandys stated that two types of twin-engined helicopters 
suitable for passenger service were being developed under Ministry 
of Supply contracts. One of these, the Bristol 173, was approaching 
the stage when orders could be placed. The scale of production 
would depend upon the volume of orders. 

New Types of Radar Equipment 

Asked to make a statement on the steps being taken by Her Majesty’s 
Government to develop new types of radar equipment, in view of the 
existence of jet planes able to fly at supersonic speed or at near 
supersonic speeds, Mr. Sandys said the advent of jet aircraft, with 
their higher speeds, altitude and rate of acceleration had necessitated 
considerable changes in radar and other equipment. A considerable 
range of both airborne and ground equipment to meet these more 
exacting specifications was either already in production or in an 
advanced stage of development. 


Deliveries of Scrap Metal 

Questioned about deliveries of scrap to ironfoundries in the north- 
east, Mr. Sandys said there were no statistics showing heavy machinery 
scrap separately. ‘There was a general shortage of the types of scrap 
most suitable for ironfoundries, but he had no evidence that foundries 
in the north-east had received less favourable treatment than others. 


Supplies of Steel Plate ; 

Mr. Sandys stated that a variety of steps had been taken with the 
object of ensuring that existing steel plate-making capacity was 
used to the full. In addition arrangements had been made to import 
increased quantities of steel plate from abroad. As a result there 
should be some progressive improvement in supplies Increased 
deliveries of steel plates have been arranged for eight Wear ship- 
builders. 

He also stated that there had been an improvement in the deliveries 
of plates and forgings for the Railway Executive’s rolling stock 
programme and he understood that this had enabled the Railway 
Executive to restore part of the cut they had been obliged to make in 
their rolling stock production programme. 


Appointed Day Under Iron and Steel Act, 1953 

Mr. Sandys regretted that he did not feel able to accede to the 
suggestion that the Appointed Day under the Iron and Steel Act 1953 
should be postponed until after the next General Election. Before 
fixing the date, he thought it right to seek the advice of the Chairman 
of the Board and the Chairman of the Agency. ‘The joint recom- 
mendation they made to him was that the Appointed Day should be 
either July 6 or July 13. Out of regard for the views of the Party 
opposite he had selected the later of these two dates 


Cover Facilities for Raw Materials 

Asked if he was prepared to consider giving the same cover facilities 
for raw materials to the wool trade as those he proposed to give to the 
cotton industry, the Minister of Materials, Sir Arthur Salter, replied, 
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‘No, Sir The circumstances which led to the ec>tton cover 


facilities for this next year, to which the questioner referred, were 
special to the cotton trade, and did not apply to the wool trade. 
Imports of Pitwood 

The Minister of Materials was asked why he allowed the volume of 
pitwood imported into this country in 1952, a year of high prices in 
the exporting countries, to be 75 per cent. greater than the amount 
imported in 1951, and 100 per cent. greater than the amount imported 
in 1950, when the production for our home woodlands was and is 
capable of considerable expansion year by year ; and what was his 
policy for 1953 and 1954 

Sir Arthur Salter replied that stocks of pitwood were heavily drawn 
on in 1950, and supplies were still below consumption during 1951, 
when stocks fell so low as to jeopardize coal production. In 1952 
heavy purchases at home and abroad by the National Coal Board were 
needed to rebuild sound working stocks, with some margin to spare 
against international Purchases of home-grown 
mining timber in 1952 were 50 per cent. above those of the previous 
and represented the maximum that could be 
special arrangements to expand home production, 

The policy in 1953 and 1954 would, as in the past, be to authorize 
the import of pitwood only at a rate which, taking full account of the 
availability of home produced timber, enabled consumption to be met

Match Corporation and the Swedish Match Corporation were set out 
under each clause of the Agreement in Appendix 6 of the Monopolies 
Commission’s Report. The annual sum paid to the Finnish manu- 
facturers of match-making machinery, as shown in paragraph 86 of 
the Report, is 12,500 Swedish kronor. In 1951 the sterling equivalent 
of this sum was £864 18s. 9d. 


Conditional Aid Funds 

A questioner asked what progress had been made with the scheme 
for expenditure of the Counterpart of Conditional Aid Funds in 
accordance with the arrangements recorded in Command Paper 
No. 8776. 

Mr. Strauss stated that since the publication of the White Paper, 
there had been extensive consultations with industrial and research 
organizations and the Trades Union Congress, educational institutions, 
and other interests, and considerable progress had been made in 
formulating detailed proposals under the various heads of the Foreign 
Secretary’s Note of February 25. The applications received 
considerably exceed the funds available and a careful selection was 
being made accordingly. Consultations had also taken place with the 
Special Mission to the United Kingdom of the Mutual Security 
Agency. He hoped that it would be possible to announce the final 
programme soon. A Supplementary Estimate would be presented to 
Parliament next month in order to give general authority for the 
operation of conditional aid schemes. Meanwhile, any urgent 
preliminary expenditure would be met from the Civil 
Contingencies Fund.

Hardwood and Plywood for Furniture Makers 


Asked if he would consider applications from furniture manu- 
facturers to be added to the approved list of hardwood and plywood 
importers, Sir Arthur Salter said there was no approved list of hard- 
wood importers. As regards plywood, import licences were issued 
only to purchasers from the Ministry’s stocks, for the reasons given 
in the previous day’s reply to a questioner. The orderly disposal 
of these stocks was best ensured by confining sales to plywood traders 
who could buy and distribute a wide range of specifications. He 
could not at present, therefore, recommend the grant of import 


licences to furniture manufacturers or other consumers.

The Report of the Fuel Research Board with the Report of the Director 
of Fuel Research has been published for the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research by H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, and branches, price 2s.

The report summarizes the progress made in fuel research, giving 
details of the main programmes and the advisory work undertaken, 
including the following : Conservation of Coking Coals, Fuel Gases 
from Low Grade Coals, Oils and Chemicals from Coal, Wax in Fuel 
Oils, Coal Fired Gas Turbines, Domestic Heating Research and 
Atmospheric Pollution. 

In addition to these items the Report gives details of the work in 
hand on boiler availability and other industrial boiler problems, 
including the removal of sulphur compounds from flue gas. Research 
is also being done on the fundamentals of the chemistry and physics 
on which the various large-scale investigations are based, for example, 
coal constitution, surface chemistry, the use of radioactive tracers in 
a study of the Fischer-Tropsch synthesis, and other subjects.

NOR a number of years international trade fairs have been held 
t annually in several of the leading cities of Spain. ‘The most 
important of these are those which take place at Barcelona and 
Valencia, both provincial capitals and important sea ports serving the 
industrial and fruit growing regions, respectively. Despite the fact 
that Spain’s currency difficulties and her resulting stringent import 
policy to some extent nullify the sales promotion that participation in 
the Fairs would normally achieve, every year since the last war has 
seen an increase in the number of exhibitors of foreign goods. ‘To-day 
the Barcelona Fair, covering an area of 170,000 square metres and 
with over 8,000 exhibiting firms, has become one of the leading 
annual trade fairs of West« m Europe. 

In recent years official participation, in the special pavilion set aside 
for this purpose, by foreign countries such as Germany and France, 
who normally trade with Spain on a large scale, has been a feature 
of the Fairs. Although the United Kingdom remains Spain's best 
customer, buying large quantities of agricultural produce and minerals, 
and is one of her best suppliers, particularly of raw materials and 
capital equipment, no British Pavilion has formerly been organized. 
Nevertheless, every year has seen the exhibition of a wide and repre- 
sentative range of British goods in those parts of the Fair set aside 
for specialized products. However, 1953 being Coronation year, it 
was decided to agcept the invitation extended by the Fair authorities 
to H.M. Ambassador in Madrid to organize a United Kingdom 
Pavilion, With the help of the Commercial Department of the 
Embassy, a group of about important firms representing 
British interests in Spain and the majority of whom, by the nature of 
their business, do not suffer unduly from the current import licenc« 
t of presenting to the Spanish

public a representative cross-section of the achievements of British 
industry and commerce ; a hall having an area of about 650 square 
yards was booked in the special official pavilion ; the services of a 
talented Spanish designer were secured in order to achieve a cohesive 
motif in the decoration of the Pavilion ; and, when the Fair was 
officially opened on June 1 by the Spanish Minister of Commerce, an 
attractive and interesting United Kingdom Pavilion was thrown open 
to the public for the first time in the history of the Fair. 

As will be seen from the accompanying photograph, the decoration 
of the Pavilion was designed to emphasize the Coronation of H.M. the 
Queen. At the entrance, under a replica of the Royal Coat of Arms, 
and with the co-operation of the War Office and the Commanding 
Officer, stood a lay figure dressed in the uniform of the Brigade of 
Guards, which was complete to the last detail. At one end of the hall 
an official stand, jointly organized by the two Centres of the British 
Chamber of Commerce in Spain, together with the Commercial 
Department of the British Embassy, ‘‘ presided ” over the stands of 
the individual exhibitors. Here an official was posted to provide 
interested visitors (of whom there were many) with information about 
trading conditions between the United Kingdom and Spain. On this 
official stand, and in front of a high mural painting symbolizing British 
industry, were displayed a number of handsome Coronation souvenirs 
generously lent for the purpose by a number of manufacturers in the 
United Kingdom. It was disappointing that the many admirers and 
would-be buyers of these handsome articles had to be told that current 
import restrictions made their sale impossible. 

Suppliers of capital equipment were well represented. The 
important group of British firms, which at the end of 1952 secured a 
valuable contract for the construction of a vast steel works at Aviles, 
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in the Northern province of Asturias, displayed an elaborate working 
model of a steel mill ; this proved one of the major attractions of the 
Pavilion and is to be made available for inspection at a further industrial 
exhibition in Madrid. Other firms exhibited material connected with 
the hydro-electric industry, to which Spain’s present Government has 
devoted so much attention and in which many United Kingdom 
manufacturers have co-operated on a relatively large scale. 

The transport industry was represented by well-known British air 
and shipping lines, as well as important manufacturers of rolling 
stock and accessories who are at present completing large contracts 
for the Spanish State Railways. 





The group of 23 British insurance companies operating in Spain 
displayed part of the British Insurance Association’s exhibit which 
had aroused so much interest at the British Industries Fairs of 1951 
and 1952. Many readers will recall this exhibit, designed by Mr. 
C. L’E. Perkis, and which consists of a series of scenes, illustrated by 
‘ six-inch dolls, depicting the fortunes of two families—the Greens 
who never insure, and the Keens, who always do. This display, 
suitably adapted for the Spanish-speaking public, was a great success 
and attracted a continuous stream of visitors, including the Spanish 
Minister of Commerce himself. 


The traditional exporters of British coal, petroleum products and 
other essential raw materials were represented by a number of well 
laid out stands. 


In addition to making a magnificent contribution in the special 
pavilion set aside for the display of vehicles from all countries, the 
British motor industry was also able to display two specially equipped 
“jeep ”’ type vehicles in the United Kingdom Pavilion. 

In accordance with the custom at the trade fairs in Spain to allocate 
‘*‘ national days’ to the countries participating officially, Saturday, 
June 6, was celebrated as ‘‘ El Dia de la Gran Bretana.” On this 
occasion Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Madrid, Sir John Balfour, 
his Commercial Counsellor and H.M. Consul-General at Barcelona, 
accompanied by the President of the Fair and other senior officials, 
visited the British Pavilion and made a lengthy tour, stopping at all 
the main stands exhibiting United Kingdom goods in the various 
halls and grounds of the Fair. His Excellency and his group con- 
cluded their tour in the United Kingdom Pavilion where a_ reception 
was held for about 300 guests. Among those present were high 
Government officials, Spanish business men and industrialists, as well 
as the representatives in Spain of the leading British business houses. 
In the afternoon a programme of British documentary films was 
shown in the fair-ground auditorium. 


It is estimated that nearly 1} million people visited the Fair during 

the twenty days it remained open. ‘The great majority of these did 

not fail to pass through the United Kingdom Pavilion, which has 

already received considerable favourable comment in the local press 

While the difficulties confronting British exporters as a result of 

the Spanish Government's policy of restricting imports to goods in 

the most essential categories (particularly raw materials) are formid- 

able, it would be most unfortunate were manufacturers in the United 

Kingdom to neglect the two industrial Fairs at Barcelona and Valencia 

by not exhibiting. The absence of British goods is certain to give 

| rise to invidious comparison with the business methods of other 
\ European countries, whose competition should be neither under- 
estimated nor ignored. In fact, these two fairs and particularly that 

of Barcelona constitute the shop window for foreign products and 

British manufacturers would be well advised to treat them accordingly

currency authorization of $500,000 will be made available for the 
sale of goods, which are subject to import restrictions, by United 
Kingdom Exhibitors at the German Industries Exhibition to be held 
in Berlin from September 26 to October 11, 1953. 

Exhibition of the following goods will not be permitted at the fair 
and consequently no part of the currency authorization will be 
allocated to them 


Industrial Products : Penicillin, flints for lighters, lighters 
costing less than 1 Deutsche Mark, charcoal, sanitary porcelain, 
decorated earthenware, mother of pearl buttons, briar pipes, 
neon tubes and similar illuminators, television receiving and 
transmitting apparatus. 

Food and Drink items : Carp, salted herrings, filleted herrings, 
seeds, potatoes, fresh fruit, fresh vegetables.

France and West Germany 

HE text of a new commercial agreement between the French and 

West German Governments, which was signed in Paris on May 30, 

and will be valid from April 1 to September 30, 1953, was published 
in the French Moniteur Officiel du’ Commerce et de I’ Industrie of 
June 25. ‘The terms of the agreement concluded between the two 
Governments on January 24, 1953 (see Board of Trade Journal 
dated March 14, 1953, page 530) remain in force with the exception 
of those relating to period of validity and quotas. 

French exports to West Germany will include food products of all 
kinds, wines and spirits, calf skins, textiles, dyestuffs, pneumatic 
tyres for cars and motor cycles, passenger vehicles of a cylinder 
capacity of less than 3 litres, bauxite, and iron ore from French North 
Africa. 

West German exports to France will include coal, mining timber, 
carbon black, coal tar pitch, agricultural and food products, chemicals, 
intermediates for dyestuffs, textiles, iron and steel products, 
agricultural machinery and tractors, machine tools and motor vehicles 
and parts, 

West German exports to French Overseas Territories will include 
hops, tobacco, cement, ceramic ware, dyestuffs obtained from coal tar, 
printed piece-goods, textiles, hurricane lamps, iron and steel products, 
tinplate, cast iron couplings, agricultural tools and machinery, 
tractors, domestic sewing machines, machinery for the food industries, 
passenger cars and buses and components, waggons, waggonettes 
towing-cars and components.

June 4 published the text of a modus vivendi between the French 
and Norwegian Governments which was signed in Oslo on May 22, 
1953. 

French exports to Norway for the second and third quarters of 
1953 will include wines and spirits ; coffee ; perfumery articles ; 
photographic plates, films and paper ; plywood (including exports 
from French Overseas Territories); tulle and lace ; vessels of 
porcelain and faience ; various kinds of glassware ; special steel. 

Norwegian exports to France for the same period will include 
fresh or frozen fish ; salted herrings ; cod liver oil ; halibut liver 
oil ; special fatty acids ; fatty alcohols ; wallboards ; newsprint. 

The French Delegation stated that the quotas contained in this list 
are based on the system applied to all French imports from members 
of the Organization for European Economic Co-operation (O.E.E.C.) 
and will not prejudice the decisions or recommendations of the 
Council of that organization. 

Norwegian exports to French Overseas ‘Territories for the second 
and third quarters of 1953 will include smoked herrings ; fish and 
fish preserves ; beer; kraft paper. 

During the period July 1, 1953, to June 30, 1954, the French 
authorities will issue licences for the export to Norway of chemicals ; 
sawn hardwood ; iron and steel products ; cast iron. 

During the same period the Norwegian Government will authorize 
the export to France of hydrogenated whale oil ; iron ore ; zinc ; 
pyrites ; various pulps.

France and leeland 


Tue French Moniteur Officiel du’ Commerce et de l'Industrie of 

June 18, announced that the Franco-—Icelandic trade agreement of 
December 6, 1951 (see Board of Trade Journal of February 2, 1952, 
page 205) has been extended for a further period of six months until 
September 30, 1953. 

Provision has been made for Icelandic exports to France during the 
period April 1 to September 30, 1953, of fish to the approximate 
value of £190,000 ; and salmon, trout and various fish products to 
the value of £20,000. 

Icelandic exports of salmon, trout and various fish products to 
French North Africa will be approximately £10,000 during the period 
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and those to other French Overseas Territories, £5,000. 

In return the Icelandic authorities will endeavour to maintain the 
Franco-Icelandic balance of trade, and in particular will examine 
sympathetically applications for import licences for French products, 
especially for wines and spirits, submitted during the period covered 
by the present arrangement.

In exceptional circumstances 
the two Governments may authorize compensatory transactions 
involving the products mentioned in the Agreement, provided the 
quotas have been exhausted before the expiry of the Agreement. 

French exports to Hungary will include chemicals, mahogany and 
other colonial timber in logs, cork sheets and cork waste, rolled iron 
products, vegetable fibre. 

Hungarian exports to France will include food products, seeds for 
sowing, oil seeds, chemical products for pharmaceutical use, linen 
and hemp waste, machine tools. 

Hungarian exports to French Overseas Territories will include 
tobacco, cotton piece-goods, textile shoes with rubber soles, hurricane 
lamps and parts, threshing machines and other agricultural equipment.

Norway and Israel

a trade and payments agreement between Norway and Israel 
covering the period May 7, 1953 to May 6, 1954 was signed in Oslo 
on May 4. 

Under this agreement Norwezian exports to Israel will include fish 
and fish products, fertilizers, chemicals, wood-pulp, paper and board 
and miscellaneous goods. Israel’s exports to Norway will include 
citrus fruit, citrus concentrates and extracts, bananas, vegetables, 
ready-made clothing, motor vehicles, watches and miscellaneous 
goods.

1,225 square millimetres. 

(i) Slabs and sheet bars :— 

Slabs and sheet bars are semi-finished products of rectangular 
section of a thickness not less than 6 millimetres of a width not 
less than 150 millimetres and of such dimensions that the 
thickness does not exceed one quarter of the width. 

(k) Iron or steel coils for re-rolling (No. 7308) :— 

Coils for re-rolling are coiled semi-finished products of rectangular 
section, not less than 1:5 millimetre thick, of a width exceeding 
500 millimetres and of a weight of not less than 500 kilograms 
per piece. 

(1) Universal plates of iron or steel (No. 7309) : 

Universal plates of iron or steel are products of rectangular 
section, hot rolled lengthwise in a closed box or universal mill, 
of a thickness not less than 6 millimetres but not exceeding 100 
millimetres, and of a width exceeding 150 millimetres but not 
exceeding 1,200 millimetres. 

(m) Hoop and strip of iron or steel (No. 7312) :— 

Hoop and strip are rolled products in straight strips, coils or 
flattened coils, with sheared or unsheared edges, of rectangular 
section of a width not exceeding 500 millimetres and of a thick- 
ness not exceeding 6 millimetres but not exceeding one-tenth 
of the width. 

(n) Sheets and plates of iron and steel (No. 7313) :— 

Sheets and plates are rolled products of a thickness not exceeding 
125 millimetres and, if in rectangles, of a width exceeding 500 
millimetres (excluding coils for re-rolling as they are described 
in the above Note 1k). 

Electric sheets (toles magnetiques) are sheets containing more than 
0:35 per cent. and not more than 8 per cent. of silicon, excluding 
other alloy elements such as aluminium with a content of less 
than 0-30 per cent. and whose Watt loss amounts to 3-6 Watt or 
less per kg., determined by the Epstein method, for sheets of a 
thickness of 0:50 millimetres with a current of 50 cycles and an 
induction of 10,000 gauss. 

(o) Wire of iron or steel (No. 7314) :— 

Wire is a cold drawn solid product of any cross sectional shape of 
which no cross sectional dimension exceeds 13 millimetres ; 
the commodities under No. 7334 and 7335 may, however, also 
be made from rolled wire of the same dimensions. 

(p) Bars and rods of iron or steel (No. 7310) :— 

Bars and rods are products which have cross sections in the shape 
of circles, segments of circles, isosceles triangles, hexagons, 
octagons, or quadrilaterals with only two sides parallel and the 
other sides equal and which do not conform to the entirety of 
any of the definitions in the above Notes (h) to (0). 

(q) Hollow drilling bars (No. 7310) : 

Hollow drilling bars are hollow products suitable for mining drills 
and the like, which have cross sections in a shape other than 
circular or square of which the greatest external diameter 
exceeds 15 millimetres and does not exceed 50 millimetres and 
of which the greatest internal diameter does not exceed one-third 
of the external diameter. 

Hollow bars of steel which do not conform to the above definition 
fall within No. 7324 or 7325 according to their character. 

(r) Angles, shapes and sections of iron or steel (No. 7311) :— 

Angles, shapes and sections are solid products which do not fall 
within No. 7316, which do not conform to the entirety of any 
of the definitions in the above letters (h) to (0) and which have 
a cross section other to that specified in Note 1 (p). 


No products of alloy steel or of high carbon steel (No. 7315) fall within 
Nos. 7306 to 7314. 

Iron products under Nos. 7306 to 7314 which are clad with another kind 
of iron will be treated as products of that iron which predominates 
according to weight.

shall (in addition to the statement as to the country of origin) b« 
marked as prescribed below 
The whole of Regulation 15 of the Commerce (Imports) Regulations 
is repealed and the following regulation inserted in its stead : 
15.—-(1) The 


trade description applied to articles of apparel or textile 
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products which contain ninety-five per centum or more by weight of wool 
shall include the words “‘ Pure Wool.” 

(2) The trade description applied to articles of apparel or textile products 
which contain less than ninety-five per centum by weight of wool shall not 
include the words “ Pure Wool.” 

(3) The trade description applied to articles of apparel or textile products 
which contain less than ninety-five per centum but not less than five per 
centum by weight of wool shall include a statement specifying :

(7) The trade description applied to textile products or articles of apparel 
manufactured from textile products which contain loading or weighting 
substances other than ordinary dressing shall include the word ‘‘ Loaded ” 
or the word “* Weighted.” 

(8) The trade description applied to textile products or articles of apparel 
manufactured from textile products which contain paper shall include a 
statement that the articles or products contain paper. 

(9) The trade description applied to boots and shoes which have outer 
soles composed otherwise than wholly of rubber :— 

(a) shall state the material of which the soles are composed ; and 
(b) shall be conspicuously, legibly and indelibly stamped upon or 
impressed into the outer surface of each sole. 

(10) The trade description applied to leather which contains a loading 
of a mineral or other weighting substance shall include a statement specifying 
the name and the percentage of each weighting substance contained in the 
leather 

(11) A trade description which is applied in pursuance of this regulation 
shall be in the English language. 

(12) For the purposes of sub-regulations (3), (5) and (6) of this regulation 
articles of apparel or textile products which contain less than five per centum 
by weight of a fibre, other than wool or paper, shall be deemed not to include 
that fibre. 

(13) For the purposes of sub-regulation (7) of this regulation, a dressing 
used to meet legitimate trade requirements, and which does not contain 
anything in the nature of an adulteration or anything used for the purpose 
of deceiving as to the quality, substance or nature of the products or articles, 
shall be deemed to be an ordinary dressing. 

(14) For the purposes of sub-regulation (10) of this regulation, glucose 
and sugar which taken together do not exceed five per centum by weight 
of the leather, and fats and oils used in the manufacture and preparation of 
the leather, shall be deemed not to be weighting substances.

Dumping Duty on Nylon Stockings 
TELEGRAPHIC advice has been received from the United Kingdom 
Senior Trade Commissioner at Canberra that Section 4 of the 
Australian Customs Tariff (Industries Preservation) Act, 1921-1936, 
shall apply to nylon hosiery imported into Australia on and from 
February 11, 1952. 
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Section 4 of the Act mentioned provides that, when it is proved 
that goods exported to Australia, of a class or kind produced er 
manufactured in Australia, are at an export price which is less than 
the fair market value of the goods at the time of shipment, and that 
detriment may thereby result to an Australian industry, dumping 
duty may be imposed of a sum which represents the difference between 
the fair market value of the goods at the time of shipment and the 


export price. ‘The “ fair market value ”’ of the goods means the fair 
market value of the goods, or of goods of the same class or kind, sold 
in the country of export in relation to which the expression is used, 
for home consumption in the usual and ordinary course of trade 
plus f.o.b. charges in that country, but not including any Excise 
Duties payable in that country. 

For the purposes of assessing dumping duty on nylon hosiery the 
fair market values, fixed for the period from February 11, 1952, to 
April 14, 1952, are

Removal of Chain from By-Law Entry 


THE Australian Department of Trade and Customs has decided to 
remove Chain, described as Snake Chain, flexible, of any metal 
unplated, from entry under By-law Tariff Item 449 (A) (1). As from 
June 11,1953, these goods became subject to a British Preferential duty, 
under either, ‘Tariff Item 194 (C) of 17} per cent. ad valorem, or, 
Tariff Item 315 of 274 per cent. ad valorem.

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Indian Import Trade Control 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in New Delhi has 

forwarded copies of notifications which modify India’s import 
licensing regulations as follows :— 

Application for licences. 

In the Publication setting out the details of India’s import licensing policy 
for the period January-June 1953 (see Board of Trade Journal of January 
24,1953, page 168) it was stated that applications for import licences should 
ordinarily be made before March 31, 1953, though applications received 
after that date would not be rejected but that the period of validity would 
be curtailed. 

In order to ensure that applications for the current half-year are, as far as 
practicable, dealt with before the expiry of the licensing period, it has been 
decided that no applications for the January-June 1953 period will be 
entertained after June 15, 1953. (Public Notice No. 88-1.T.C.(P.N.)/53 
of June 13, 1953.) 

Bicycles 

It was stated in Public Notice No. 29-I.T.C.(P.N.)/53 of February 13, 
1953 (see Board of Trade Journal of February 28, 1953) against Serial No. 
300 of Part IV, that licences for the import of cycles would be valid for 
shipment only between March 15 and June 15, 1953. Some licences, 
however, have been issued after March 15 with the result that their period 
of validity has been reduced. It has therefore been decided to grant an 
automatic validity period of three months from the date of issue for all 
licences for cycles issued for the licensing period January-June 1953, 
after March 15, 1953. (Public Notice No. 91-I.T.C.(P.N.)/53 of June 
11, 1953.) 

Artificial Silk Yarn (Serial No. 177/1V of the I.T.C. Schedule) 

The information about the licensing regulations for the period July- 
December 1953 published in last week’s Board of Trade Journal was based 
on aPress Note. The following additional information is given in Public 
Notice No. 89-I.T.C.(P.N.)/53 of June 8, 1953. Licences for artificial 
silk, yarn and thread will be calculated on the basis of half the past year’s 
imports during any one financial year between 1945-46 and 1950-51 (in- 
clusive). In addition to the Artificial Silk Mills, actual user applications 
will also be considered from hand-loom weavers and manufacturers of gas 
mantles, etc. 

Licence holders will not be permitted to utilize more than 5 per cent. of 
the face value of their licence for import of 120 and 150 deniers art silk 
yarn in bright finish, they can, however, if they so desire, utilise their licences 
to import staple fibre yarn. 

Licences will have a validity period of 6 months. 


Cuban Customs Duty Exemption 


DECREE 872, published in the Cuban Official Gazette on May 30, 
1953, and effective from that date, exempts new and secondhand 
yachts from payment of all Customs duties provided they are imported 
for registration in Cuba, exclusively for private service or the schools 
authorized to give instruction in yachting. 

Yachts enjoying the benefit conferred by the Decree may not be 
operated for profit within the five years following their import unless 
duties and taxes are paid to the amount which would have been due at 
the time of import.

Special Exchange Rates 

NOTIFICATION has been received from Madrid that, by an Order 
of the Spanish Ministry of Commerce dated May 27, 1953, Fertilizers 
and Rubber Latex are withdrawn from Group “ C”’ of the special 
exchange rates for imports as published in the Boletin Oficial del 
Estado of October 22, 1950 (see the Board of Trade Journal for 
November 11, 1950), and included in Group ‘ D.” 

The percentage of currency which must be purchased at the special 
rate of 61-32 pesetas to the £ sterling in respect of the above com- 
modities is thereby changed from 60 per cent. to 40 per cent, with 
the balance at the free market rate.
